Where not to file the amendments ? 

The amendments may only be filed with the International Bureau and not with the receiving Office or the 
International Searching Authoniv (Rule 46 2).

All the claims appeanng on a replacement sheet must be numbered in Arabic numerals. Where a claim is 
cancelled, no renumbering of the other claims is required. In all cases where claims are renumbered, they must 
be renumbered consecutively (Administrative Instructions. Section 205(b)). 

The amendments must be made in the language in which the international application is to be published. 

What documents must/may accompany the amendments ? 
Letter (Section 205(b)): 

The amendments must be submitted with a letter. ^ 

The letter will not be published with the international application and the amended claims. It should not be 
confused with the "Statement under Article 19(1)" (sec below under "Statement under Article 19(1) ). 
The letter must be in English or French, at the choice o« (he applicant. However, if the language of toe 
international application is English, the letter must be in English; if the language of the international 
application is French, the letter must be in Frenclj.
